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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 41 and 53, the applicants' 
asserts that Denker et al fails to teach "extrinsic data collection" and "the problem of similar sequences for neighboring routes". The 
examiner respectfully disagrees and maintains that Denker et al reads on the claimed limitations. Denker et al discloses receiving of 
information of a base station that a mobile station is to be handed of to, along with the time of the handoff to the mobile station (see col. 3, 
lines 51-59, col. 8, lines 23-27, and lines 45-58). This clearly reads on the applicants' claimed limitation of "extrinsic data collection" 
because the information that is collecetd from the base station (unique identifier of the base station) is collected as the mobile station is 
handed off from one base station to another. The system database of Denker stores a geographic description of a route based on the 
information of cellular network events such as handoffs that have occurred along the route (see col. 3, lines 35-65, col. 4, lines 1-7, and col. 
8, lines 4-14), and this information is used to determine if a mobile station is moving along the route that is similar to the route already 
stored (see col. 8, lines 4-14), which broadly reads on the applicants claimed limitation of "similar sequences" because a route can easily 
be identified based on information on a route that is already stored in the system database. In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "the 
phenomena of a sequence of handovers that may match 2 different roads or more") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Claims 41 and 53 stand rejected. 
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
